Sir: — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Railways  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Rail¬ 
ways  and  Telephones  for  the  year  ending  March  3 1st,  1930. 

Pursuant  to  the  agreement  between  the  Government,  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  the  Canadian  National  Rail¬ 
ways  to  purchase  the  Railways  from  the  Province,  as  out¬ 
lined  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1929,  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
and  the  Canadian  National  Railways  jointly  took  all  the 
remaining  Provincial  roads  over  on  July  2nd,  1929.  They 
made  an  initial  payment  of  $5,796,313.88  in  cash  to  the 
Government,  which  included  the  $5,000,000.00  first  instal¬ 
ment  on  the  purchase  price  and  refunds  of  amounts  ex¬ 
pended  on  the  Fairview  and  Hythe  extensions.  Subse¬ 
quently  settlement  for  current  items  was  made  making  a 
total  of  $6,099,704.82  paid  to  the  Government  within  the 
year. 

The  Edmonton,  Dunvegan  and  British  Columbia  Rail¬ 
way,  the  Central  Canada  Railway,  the  Alberta  and  Great 
Waterways  Railway  and  the  Pembina  Valley  Railway,  were 
all  absorbed  into  a  new  Company  called  the  Northern  Al¬ 
berta  Railways  Company,  under  which  name  they  have 
since  been  operated. 

The  Provincial  Railways  having  been  transferred  to  the 
new  owners  as  stated,  the  Province  finally  ceased  operation 
of  all  railways.

FREIGHT  RATES 

The  Governor  in  Council  in  1925  issued  Order-in- 
Council  P.C.  886  ordering  a  general  investigation  into  the 
freight  rate  structure  of  Canada,  and  on  August  26th,  1927, 
the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada  issued 
Order  No.  448  dealing  with  the  various  matters  at  issue. 
Not  being  satisfied  with  various  decisions  of  the  Board,  the 
Provinces  of  British  Columbia,  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan, 
on  the  20th  day  of  May,  1929,  issued  an  Appeal  to  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  in  Council  from  certain  phases  of 
the  Orders  listed  below : 

(a)  That  the  Mountain  differential  be  entirely  removed 
and  that  the  Prairie  standard  tariff  of  maximum 
mileage  rates  be  applied  in  all  territory  west  of 
Port  Arthur. 

(b)  That  the  difference  in  rates  on  grain  and  flour  mov¬ 
ing  from  prairie  points  to  British  Columbia  for  ex¬ 
port  and  domestic  consumption  shall  not  exceed 
the  difference  existing  between  the  export  and 
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domestic  rate  on  grain  and  flour  moving  from 
Prairie  territory  through  Fort  William  and  Port 
Arthur  to  Montreal. 

(c)  That  the  rates  for  the  movement  of  grain  and  flour 
to  Pacific  Coast  ports  for  export  over  the  lines  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  be  based  on  actual 
mileage  in  accordance  with  the  Order  of  the  Board 
of  Railway  Commissioners  dated  the  2nd  day  of 
September,  1925,  reading  as  follows: 

“That  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  the  Canadian 
National  Railway  file  tariffs,  effective  not  later 
than  the  15th  of  September,  1925,  reducing  the 
rates  on  grain  and  flour  to  Pacific  Ports  within 
Canada  for  export  to  the  same  rates,  propor¬ 
tioned  to  distance,  as  such  grain  and  flour  would 
carry  if  moving  eastward  for  exports 

(d)  That  the  special  class  Lake  Terminal  rates  between 
Port  Arthur,  Fort  William  and  Westfort,  and 
points  in  the  Provinces  of  Saskatchewan  and  Al¬ 
berta,  be  reconstructed  so  as  to  remove  the  pres¬ 
ent  unjustly  discriminatory  and  unduly  preferential 
features  thereof. 

(e)  That  the  rates  on  fruit  from  the  producing  area  of 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia  to  points  in  the 
Prairie  Provinces  be  established  on  an  equality 
basis  with  the  rates  on  similar  fruit  moving  similar 
distances  from  the  producing  areas  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario  to  points  in  the  Prairie  Provinces. 

The  Appeal  was  started  before  the  Privy  Council  on 
October  15th,  1929,  and  continued  through  the  16th  and 
17th,  being  then  postponed  until  January  16th,  1930,  when 
it  was  concluded. 

No  decision  was  given  as  of  date  of  March  31st,  1930.
